R attin is considering re-entering 
the g reat, green w astes of the -Ma t­ 
tn G rosso (G reat Jungle) country 
to rescue Faw cett.

BRAINS AND BEAUTY 


A well-known artist was recently asked to act as judge at one ot 


those beauty contests which seem to have become featured events in 


many American colleges. He agreed to serve, but not before lit had 


delivered himself of some ungallant remarks to the effect that he had 


never seen any really pretty girls in any of the colleges he had visited. 


On the heels of this bombast conies the report of a woman educator 


concerning the physical attractions of gifted children. The 
result oi 


surveys on the subject Is the conclusion that gifted children arc taller, 


heavier and stronger than others, and are as a rule superior in char­ 


acter. The adolescents also exceed those of only average intelligence in 


beauty of face. 


One must always remember that the question of what constitutes 


beauty is debatable. Perfect regularity of feature and Ideal proportion 


of figure are rare, and usually confined to the professional beauties of 


the stage and of the art world. Yet every one has seen beauty in some 


friend or acquaintance whose lineaments do not conform to those of a 


Greek god or the Venus of Milo, which are perfection for the Caucasian 


race and not at all beautiful to men and women of other races. 


Humankind, the world around, recognizes and bows before a beauty 


more compelling than that of fonp. Charm, 
animation 
graciousness, 


and all the lovely virtues must come from within the souls of those who 


possess them. “Handsome is as handsome does’’ is more than a copy­ 


book sentence. Even perfect features have no power to sustain adm ira­ 


tion if spirit is lacking; Just as the wrinkled faces of the very old often 


are illumined by a serene beauty bom of suffering, experience 
and 


wisdom. 
There is no reason why beauty and brains should not be found in 


the same individual. Beauty is often the handmaid of intelligence, and 


again we are not unacquainted with lovely women who deliberately dis­ 


semble in a subtle use of their intelligence for their own ends. 


PAPER MONEY 


There Is said to be enough of the old, large-sized paper money in 


existence to wipe out about half of America’s national deficit. United 


States Treasury reports set the amount as $575,000,000. 
Nearly 
three 


years ago all the old-style bills were called in, and yet today more than 


half a billion dollars’ worth still are outside those channels which would 


sweep them into the Treasury’s waste paper baskets and its macerators. 


None of these 575,000,000 dollars can be performing a constructive 


mission. Were any of them to drift into the channels of trade, they 
would speedily find their way into the banks, by which they would be 
sentenced to the Federal Repository for Homeless Dollars, in exchange, 
slimmer, more youthful bills would emerge, ready to speed up the cur­ 
rents of commerce. A very few of the old-style bills may be wandering 
around in a circle, but In all probability the great majority have gone 
into temporary retirement and need to be teased to come out and enjoy 
the beautiful spring sunshine.

HEALTH NOT AFFECTED 


In a statement based on recent reports, the officers of a nationally 
known insurance company said that “depression 
and 
unemployment 
have not yet affected the public health.” On the contrary, the year just 
ended has been a remarkably healthy one, perhaps the healthiest on 
record, with tuberculosis, diphtheria, whooping cough, pneumonia, 
in ­ 
testinal complaints and accidents in childbirth accounting 
for 
fewer 
fatalities than ever before. Tile general decrease stands, also, in the lace 
of new high death rates reported for cancer, diseases of 
the 
heart, 
diabetes and automobile accidents, highway fatalities reaching a total 
of about 34,000. 
However, in reporting figures, the insurance 
company 
spokesmen 
hasten to say that there is no justification for the thesis that hard 
times and good health go hand in hand. They decline to accept the 
theory that there is a hidden physical blessing 
in 
deprivation 
add 
anxiety; and the idea th at an enforced “simple 
life” 
means 
better 
health, certainly may be carried too far. But at least it is made evident 
by the reports submitted, that many things we have grown to consider 
requisite to life are things with which we can dispense successfully, as 
far as physical well-being is concerned. On the other hand, the causes 
of fatality that show increase are, in a general way, causes born ol 
sophisticated self indulgent or fast living, of which there still is plenty 
in our Country.
